(a)  This  quarter  vias  characterized  by  the  utilization  of  the  group's  assets 
to  provide  aviation  support  throughout  the  ICTZ,  >fcijor  activities  were  high- 
lighted  by  divisional  operations  along  the  moxaitain  ranges  bordering  the  coastal 
plains  from  Khe  Sanh  to  Ba  To,  In  support  of  these  divisional  operations  the 
threo  battalions  of  the  group  were  actively  involved  with  combat  assaults,  troop 
lifts,  resupply,  repositioning  of  artillery  units  (including  the  155  HOW  battery 
by  use  of  the  CH-A7B  helicopter)  and  extensive  use  of. the  groupte  visual  recon¬

Close  liaison  between 
the  I  Corps  .VE,  I  Corps  G3  .'iir  Advisor  and  /dr  Force  ivdvisory  Team  #5  (iE„T  5) 
has  resulted  in  a  marked  increase  of  VNi'E  helicopter  support  of  AFtVN  conbat  oper¬ 
ations.  VNi.F  helicopters  have  participated  with  l6th  Gp  Aslt  Helicopters  in  all 
.i,RVN  coinbat  assaults  during  this  reporting  period  with  the  exception  of  one  oper¬ 
ation  where  the  LZ's  were  not  capable  of  accommodating  CH-34  helicopters. 
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2  Increased  helicopter  support  for  Province  Advisors.  Senior  iidvisor  of 
Quang  Nam  Province  and  Quang  Tin  Province  are  now  being  supported  daily  by  heli- 
ccypters  QPCON  to  the  Commanding  Officer,  I  Corps  Advisory  Group.  Senior  Advisors 
of  Quang  Tri,  Thua  Thien  and  Quang  Ngai  Provinces  are  receiving  helicopter  sup¬ 
port  from  Provisional  Corps  Vietnam  and  the  /jnerical  Division  on  a  daily  basis* 

This  arrangement  for  helicopter  support  of  Province  Senior  Advisors  was  approved

(c)  /Jffi,  FM/\W;  The  jJiE,  FMjiW  was  actively  engaged  in  the  planning  and  exe¬ 
cution  of  the  following  significant  activities. 

A  UH-1  pilot  exchange  program  between  FMi.W  and  1st  nCD  (l/9th  diV)  was  ef¬ 
fected  ditfing  the  period  1  May  -  10  June  68.  The  propose  of  this  program  was  to 
evaluate  operating  procedures  of  the  l/9th  'CAV  for  possible  adoption  by  Marine 
Porces.  Although  Ifarine  reports  were  critical  on  sene  areas  of  operational  pro- 
ccdiiros,  they  recommended  that  the  exchange  program  be  continued, 

2  Operation  Duckblind  which  was  in  the  planning  stage  for  two  months  became 
operational  on  15  July  68.  The  ijny  has  provided  two  officers  and  one  EM  to  give 
technical  assistance,  eqtiipment  support  and  crow  training  to  the  Marine  personnel 
involved  in  the  operation.

(1)  Night  target  tactical  air  support, 

(a)  Observation:  Night  tactical  air  support  is  difficult  to  obtain, 

(b)  Evaluation:  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  got  responsive  night  Tactical 
Air  •^■o  strike  targets  developed  by  farmy  SLiR/lnfrarod  Systems  in  moimtainous  tei" 
rain.  The  present  USAF/USA/USMC  team  concept  only  works  for  targets  located  on 
tho  coastal  plains  and  for  most  daylight  targets.  It  does  not  provide  the  respon¬ 
siveness  and  reliability  on  night  missions  as  that  of  organic  assets, 

(c)  Recommendation:  Evaluate  present  system  for  possible  renovation  to  meet 
thn  requirement  to  provide  support  against  night  targets  developed  by  night  sur¬ 
veillance  means .

(a)  Observation:  The  drain  on  aviation  assets  is  undermining  the  mounted  war¬ 
fare  capcibility  of  III  K4F  and  the  ICTZ. 
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(b)  Evalmtion:  Based  on  a  recent  US.iRV  study,  there  is  a  requirewent  for 
feur  additional  i^HC  in  the  ICTZ.  These  Aviation  Units  are  needed  to  support  Frov 
Carps  Vietnam,  two  ;JIVN  divisions,  CORDS  and  the  Special  Forces.  In  addition,  one 
fivaed  Helicopter  Company  is  needed  to  support  the  many  US  and  i'JlVN  operations 
which  frequently  extend  beyond  -irty  range  of  fire  bases,

X  To  reduce  the  deficit  of  utility  helicopters  within  the  ICTZ,  an  additional 
four  AHC  should  be  assigned  to  the  l6th  Conbat  Aviation  Group  to  provide  general

Ballistic  Helmets 

X  Observation:  The  greatest  problem  with  the  ballistic  helmet  seems  to  be  in 
sizing  which  does  not  correspond  with  that  of  the  ArH-5.  Few  can  wear  the  medium- 
size^l  ballistic  helmet  and  find  it  comfortable.  This  problem  has  resulted  in  a 
near  depletion  of  the  stock  of  large  ballistic  helmets  and  an  abundance  of  medium 
dTO  small  sizes.  ^  ^ 

r  Evaluation:  The  role  of  the  ballistic  helmet  in  the  prevention  of  head 
injury  seems  to  have  been  fairly  well  established  sinco  its  introduction  into  Viet¬ 
nam.  It  has  been  found,  however,  that  many  crew  members  do  not  wear  this  helmet, 
preferring  the  older  /iFH-5.  The  most  common  reason  given  for  not  wearing  the  bal¬ 
listic  helmet  is  discomfort.  It  has  been  learned  that  the  helmet  can  be  modified 
for  hotter  fit  and  better  wearability  with  no  decrease  in  protection.  By  cutting 
out  a  semicircle  in  the  polystyrome  liner  so  the  eai-phone  can  recess  more  com¬ 
pletely,  and  removing  a  coil  or  two  of  the  earphone  springs,  a  more  confoirfcablo  fit 
is  possible.  It  also  helps  to  tic  the  earphones  fully  out  and  to  use  the  older 
sizing  pads.  A  block  of  wood  may  bo  placed  between  the  oarguards  when  the  helmet 
is  stored  to  effect  a  slight  increase  in  lateral  size,

health  is  an  cstabllshod  fact  in  those  remote  areas  outside  fixed  installations 
where  FAju!  or  Public  >/orks  does  not  function* 

2  Evaluation:  In  the  fixed  base  operations  whore  P/i&E  or  Public  Works  is 
responsible  for  cnYironnsntal  health,  the  field  sanitation  teams  appointed  UP 
US/iRV  Reg.  40-19  supplement  the  major  duties  of  these  contractual  agencies*  On 
occasion,  as  recently,  PA&E  loses  certain  of  these  contractual  responsibilities 
and  the  field  saTiitation  teams  become  Immsdlately  of  instrumental  ijq>ortaneo  in  the 
areas  of  rodent  control,  insect  control  and  field  sanitation*  The  16  hour  in- 
eiructlon  period  set  up  by  the  surgeons  section  under  the  U&lRV  Keg*  40-19  then 
becomes  an  invaluable  asset  in  maintaining  the  health  of  the  comnoi^*

a  That  UP  USARV  Reg.  40-19  the  Field  Sanitation  Tbsas  continue  to  be  ap¬ 
pointed  and  properly  instructed  in  field  and  environmental  health.
